Ticket Policy 

Tickets will be mailed this month to 
members in good standing. “Good 
standing” means you have paid your 
entire 1996-97 dues and 1997 Building 
Assessment and the first installment of 
your 1997-98 dues or have made ar- 
rangements with the Dues Committee. 
Order forms for guest tickets were 
mailed out in August. If available, tick- 
ets for guests of members cost $54 for 
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Rosh Hashanah and $54 for Yom Kip- 
pur. Guests of members are seated in 
the main sanctuary. 

Tickets are required for all seats at all 
services. There are separate passes for 
Rosh Hashanah and Yom Kippur ser- 
vices. These will not be collected by the 
ushers, but must be shown for admis- 
sion to all services, both evening and 
daytime. 

It has always been CSZ’s policy to 
make seating available to nonmembers 
at the High Holidays. Nonmembers will 
be accommodated in the additional seat- 
ing areas outside the main sanctuary. 
Tickets for the additional seating areas 
are available from the office at $18 for 
Rosh Hashanah and $18 for Yom Kippur.

President’s Column 


The Advance: Many Steps Forward 


As is our Sha’ar Zahav tradition, the 
first weekend of August was the annual 
leadership planning event. Called the 
Advance, in honor of our progressive 
nature, it is held at a mountain top re- 
treat near the Rus- 
sian river. No 
decisions are made, 
no directions deter- 
mined and no poli- 
cies made. The 
Advance is in- 
tended as a place 
where those active 
in our community 
can discuss, con- 
sider and debate current concerns. 

This event is not all fun and games. 
You may have heard about the swim- 
ming, the annual water ballet, the 
midnight singing and the outdoor hot 
tub, but what you do not hear so much 
about is the amount of work that makes 
the Advance a success. Public thanks 
are due to this year’s committee: Claire 
Rappoport, Susan Tubbesing and Jeff 
Forman; the Ritual committee; the of- 
fice staff and all others, too numerous 
to mention, who made the weekend a 
success. As has been the case for the 
last many years, the final meeting of 
the Advance Planning Committee was 
with our long-time facilitator, Susan 
Colson. 

This year’s advance was extraordi- 
nary. It was, in all ways, an example of 
what makes our community unique. To 
begin with, the number of attendees was 
the highest in recent years and exceeded 
the capacity of Wildwood, our location. 
This signals a positive enthusiasm for 
the projects and adventures we are about 
to embark upon. Those present repre- 
sented the diversity of our membership 
in all its varied combinations. And still, 
we were there for a common purpose 
and because we have a common bond. 
We were even fortunate enough to have 
Rabbi Litman with us for some of the 
time, as she completes her life transition 
from Southern to Northern California. 

Our topic was diversity, centered on 
the changes we are facing in the coming 
year with a new rabbi and a new build- 
ing. Susan Colson was to lead us in these 
discussions. Unfortunately, she became 
ill the day the Advance began, and was 
not able to attend. I am grateful that I 
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did not receive this news until I reached 
Wildwood, because it was only then that 
I learned that the task of facilitating the 
weekend would be left to the planning 
committee. Jeff Forman took on the chal- 
lenge of facilitating the advance with a 
grace and wit befitting the very best 
cruise activities director. He, Susan Tub- 
besing and I worked more, and 
participated less, than we had planned, 
yet we accomplished our goals. 

Independent of the content, which 
provided valuable insight and guidance, 
the weekend proved beyond any ques- 
tion the ability of our community to rise 
to a challenge. At the start of the week- 
end, our immediate past president, 
David Stein, made a joke about a con- 
gregation being made up of one rabbi 
and 500 presidents. At this Advance 
there was one rabbi and 50+ facilitators. 
Each participant took the personal re- 
sponsibility to make sure the weekend 
was a success. We worked together to 
begin and end on time (almost), to stay 
focused, to treat each other with respect 
and honesty (even when we disagreed) 
and to move towards our goals. Every- 
one who was there should feel very 
proud of what we accomplished. While 
we did not always agree, we proved 
that we can put our basic values into 
action, while discussing issues which 
were personal and emotional. 

Finally, during the weeks before the 
advance, the issue of diversity had been 
surfacing in discussions about how we 
represent ourselves in our membership 
application and on our Web site. This 
became a topic of informal discussion 
during the weekend, and it became clear 
that the issue needs attention. Times 
have changed and we are a much more 
varied community than we were 20 
years ago. Our current description of 
our membership is no longer comfort- 
able and does not fit; we have grown 
beyond its bounds, as we have with 
Danvers Street, and we need to search 
for a better fit. There was not sufficient 
time to devote to this topic at the Ad- 
vance, and so I will convene an ad hoc 
committee to explore the issue with con- 
gregational input and consideration. 
Theirs will not be an easy task, but one 
which, as evidenced by the spirit and 
devotion at the Advance, will yield re- 
markable results. 


The Rights of Gays and 


Lesbians in Israel 


In 1992, the Israeli Knesset, responding 
to an advocacy campaign by the Society 
for the Protection of Personal Rights, 
amended the law for Equal Opportu- 
nity in the Workplace to prohibit dis- 
crimination against gays and lesbians. 
Two years later, El Al flight attendant 
Jonathan Danilowitz made headlines 
following a landmark case decided in 
the Israeli Supreme Court against the 
airline. Citing the 1992 amendment, the 
Court required El Al to provide the same 
benefits granted to the partners of het- 
erosexual employees to Jonathan’s same- 
sex partner. 

Jonathan will be at CSZ speaking and 
leading a discussion entitled “The Rights 
of Gays and Lesbians in Israel vs. the 
Orthodox” on Sunday, September 7, 7- 
8:30 pm. This event is being sponsored 
by the New Israel Fund, which sup- 
ports the Society for the Protection of 
Personal Rights, and by the International 
Gay and Lesbian Human Rights Com- 
mission. Don’t miss this exciting event!

Rabbi’s Column 


The Shamash of Krasilovsky 


Shalom. This is a notable occasion, my 
first Gaily Forward column as rabbi of 
Congregation Sha’ar Zahav, a chance to 
communicate to all of you. Although I 
have become acquainted with many of 
you over the past weeks and months, 
there are members whom I have not yet 
met. I look forward to meeting all of 
you as we move through this transi- 
tional period together. 

Coming to this wonderful congrega- 
tion reminds me of an Hasidic story 
which goes something like this: 

There was a small shtetl (Jewish vil- 
lage) in Eastern Europe called Krasi- 
lovsky. Every morning the shamash 
(beadle) would walk through the shtetl 
and wake all the inhabitants—since most 
Jews then could not afford alarm 
clocks—in time for morning minyan. 
The shamash knew his flock very well. 
At the house of the family with small 
children, he sang softly to wake them. 
At the home of the slightly deaf butcher, 
the shamash pounded loudly. When he 
came to the side room of the yeshiva 
(where the students slept), he clapped 
his hands and called out their names. 
He tapped on the window of the home 
of the rich widow and her companion; 
he went in and woke the pickle seller 
who slept very soundly. At each house 
he did something different and appro- 
priate for the dwellers within. 

One day the shamash told the towns- 
people that he wanted to leave to go 
study in the Holy Land. What could 
they say? Of course they gave him the 
best send-off they could, a huge party 
with a fiddler and everything. 

Now they must search for a new 
shamash. They interview men from 
throughout the Pale of Settlement, where 
Jews are forced to live. Finally they pick 
a new shamash—a thoughtful kind of 
guy, something of a scholar even, but a 


Selichot Services 


Selichot are a set of petitionary prayers 
and meditations that help us prepare 
for the season of T’shuvah, repentance. 
Traditionally, these services are held late 
on the Saturday evening before Rosh 
Hashanah. Begin your high holidays at 
these special services. Rabbi Litman will 
lead Selichot Services at Sha’ar Zahav 
on Saturday, September 27 at 9 pm. 


Litvakker, you know the kind of a guy 
who recites verses of Talmud to put him- 
self to sleep. Why they hired a Litvakker, 
well who can say? 

The first Shabbat morning, the new 
Litvakker shamash goes about 
Krasilovsky to wake the people to daven 
(pray). At the home of the family with 
small children, he shouts a wake up call. 
The children are frightened and begin 
weeping. At the home of the butcher, he 
knocks on the door. The butcher doesn’t 
hear and oversleeps. He walks right into 
the room of the yeshiva boys and startles 
them. They look very red-faced and 
guilty. I won’t even discuss what hap- 
pened when he went into the house to 
wake the rich widow and her compan- 
ion—the less said the better, and they 
do like him now. The pickle seller heard 
the commotion and managed to wake 
up on time. 

Soon a crowd of cranky dissatisfied 
people was gathered in the anteroom of 
the shul. They turned to the pickle seller 
who was the senior member of the con- 
gregation, a woman of 80 years. “What 
shall we do about the new shamash?” 
they demanded. “Well,” she replied, 
“T’ve seen a lot of shamashes come and 
go. It always starts like this. Give hima 
little time.” She turned to the yeshiva 
students, “Study with him a bit so he 
gets to know you.” And to the family 
with small children, “Have a shabbas 
dinner with him.” And to the butcher, 
“Go walk with him tomorrow afternoon 
and tell him about yourself.” To every- 
one she said, “Even our beloved former 
shamash—may he find true happiness 
studying in the Holy Land—was new 
once.” And all the people nodded at her 
wisdom. 

Just then the rebbe walked in. “Well,” 
he said, “it looks like we have a minyan. 
Come let us praise our God.”

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A New Siddur for CSZ

One of the first tasks the founders of 
CSZ undertook was the creation of a 
Friday night prayerbook. In one form or 
another, our siddur has been with us 
since the beginning. For many of us, the 
CSZ Friday night siddur has become a 
dear old friend, and for some of us, it is 
the only siddur we've ever known. 

Despite (or perhaps because of) its 
significance to our CSZ community, our 
siddur was always intended to be an 
evolving part of our uniquely progres- 
sive liturgy. As the introduction on the 
first page of the siddur says: 

“We see this effort as one step in the 
process of redefining our Jewish iden- 
tity, and we hope that it may serve the 
same purpose for others, both straight 
and gay, who are involved in the same 
struggle. We encourage all of you to 
share your comments, ideas and ques- 
tions about this prayerbook with us. All 
proposals and material submitted will 
be considered for inclusion in future re- 
visions of this work.” 

The Friday Night Siddur Committee 
has been formed to take the next step. In 
re-reading the introduction to the CSZ 
siddur, we realize again what an im- 
mense and revolutionary accomplish- 
ment our prayerbook is. Not so long 
ago, it was impossible to find a prayer- 
book that acknowledged the existence 
and experience of lesbian and gay Jews, 
that favored inclusive language in 
prayer, and that referred to God, at least 
in our English prayers, only in gender- 
neutral terms. Our prayerbook seeks to 
include all of us and facilitate our dia- 
logue with the Source of all the wonders 
around us and the infinite capacities 
within us. 

The Siddur Committee will continue 
the process of creating authentic, tradi- 
tion-informed Jewish liturgy that speaks 
to us as both Jews and queer people. We 
hope to realize our vision of a siddur 
that strives for still greater inclusive- 
ness, one that recognizes the many 
varied facets of our community and our 
lives. 

The Siddur Committee is seeking in- 
put from the congregation in a number 
of ways. We invite anyone who is inter- 
ested to join the committee and work 
with us; there are no prerequisites, and 
no knowledge of Hebrew or liturgy is 
required. Everyone is welcome. 
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This month’s Forward includes a sur- 
vey, which will also be available at 
Friday night services, to solicit your 
opinions about our current prayerbook 
and your ideas about changes you 
would like to see in the next edition of 
the siddur. We invite your comments 
about the existing siddur at any time 
and greatly appreciate suggestions for 
the new siddur, including any readings 
you think might be appropriate for in-

T’shuvah — As Above, So Below

Why are the first days of the Jewish 
year days of both joy and awe? Maybe 
it’s because we aren’t the only ones ei- 
ther rejoicing or repenting. Rabbi 
Shlomo Riskin suggests that God also 
does t’shuvah, wondering whether the 
act of creation was truly good. Was it 
fair of God to let humans create their 
own social and moral worlds, however 
chaotic or oppressive? Maybe God won- 
ders, “Is it My fault they can’t find their 
way to truth? Have! pulled too far away, 
hidden Myself too well?” 

Like all midrash, this story is specula- 
tive fiction. But like all midrash about 
God, it concerns a basic principle: 
T’shuvah, our task during the first days 
of each Jewish year, is not only our tra- 
dition but a universal necessity. 
According to an older midrash, t’shuvah 
was created before the world, because 
humans couldn’t survive without a way 
to break the circle of hurt, blame and 
revenge. This story about God is meant 
to guide us, made in God’s image. 

T’shuvah means turning — turning 
away from the worst in ourselves and 
towards the best in each other. But how 
is this done? Rabbi Riskin’s midrash 
shows that t’shuvah isn’t a matter of 
simply resolving to do better, but of ex- 
amining both acts and motives. Not even 
God can change without understand- 
ing: which desires to act on and which 
to let languish, which plans, if carried 
out, will lead to good. 

This kind of psychological analysis is 
an old Jewish practice. Our tradition 
acknowledges the difficulties involved. 
The consciousness of doing wrong is 
painful; the temptation to blame our- 
selves can lead as quickly to despair as 
the urge to blame others can excuse 
avoiding change. Successful t’shuvah 
requires more than willingness. It re- 
quires staying focused on both current 
practice and desired result. 

In his guide to t’shuvah, Rav Kook 
wrote that one doesn’t simply turn away 
from bad behaviors. Instead, one has to 
identify those sins which can be turned 
toward better purposes; in chassidic 
terms, the sparks must be freed from 
their shells. 

Rav Kook wrote, “Penitence is always 
present in the heart. At the very time of 
sin, penitence is hidden in the 
soul.... When the righteous perform acts 


of penance, they reveal the holy light 
that they find in the dark and broken- 
down alleyways of their own lives. The 
strategies they devise for themselves rise 
out of depression and despair into the 
bright light of holiness and ... become 
great lights to illumine the world.” 

Rav Soloveichik clarified the process, 
writing that t’shuvah doesn’t mean re- 
jecting the past, but learning from it: 
every error, however terrible its conse- 
quences, possesses an energy capable 
of better expression. For instance, envy 
of other people’s achievements can be- 
come aspiration to develop one’s own 
abilities; jealousy of other people’s pos- 
sessions or privileges can become a 
passion for social justice; uncontrolled 
lust contains an enthusiasm for life that 
can be expressed in honest and respect- 
ful relationships. 

Rabbi Riskin adds that t’shuvah re- 
writes the book of life; it can change 
what once seemed inevitable. As we are 
called on to question ourselves, so, ac- 
cording to Rabbi Riskin, is God. The 
idea of a self-doubting God, who wants 
to salvage the best from flawed acts, is 
far removed from the common concep- 
tion of a despotic judge sternly decreeing 
life and death. 

Our liturgy hints at this alternate in- 
terpretation. The 13 attributes that we 
recite in front of the Ark on Yom Kippur 
are “compassionate, gracious, long-suf- 
fering....” The list ends with the Hebrew 
word nakeh — “erases.” The Torah’s full 
text, however, reads nakeh lo nakeh” — 
“erases doesn’t erase.” That is, God ac- 
cepts atonement but does not erase the 
memory of the wrong. Erasing a sin 
means erasing the good that can be sal- 
vaged from it. 

A self-questioning God is a paradoxi- 
cally humble Almighty, a compassionate 
God who is moved to forgive. May we, 
too, be willing, thoughtful and hopeful 
enough to question ourselves and make 
mutual amends during these days of 
joy and awe.

Donating Stocks— 
Tax Free! 


If you sell appreciated securities this 
year, you may have to pay a significant 
percentage of your appreciation in taxes. 
If you contribute these securities to GS 
the full value of the gift will be pre- 
served and will help us buy our new 
Mishkan Dolores. You should not need 
to pay capital gains taxes and you will 
obtain an income tax deduction on the 
appreciated value of the securities. 

Here’s an example: Deborah and 
David are twins, each of whom wants to 
make a contribution to CSZ’s New Build- 
ing Fund. Each plans to donate $10,000. 
Each also owns $10,000 worth of stock 
in ABC, Inc., which each bought for just 
$2,000 several years ago. 

David sells his stock and donates the 
$10,000 cash. He gets a charitable de- 
duction, but must report his $8,000 
capital gain on the stock to the IRS. Debo- 
rah donates the stock directly to CSZ. 
She simply calls a discount broker, au- 
thorizes the transfer of funds, sends a 
copy of the authorization to CSZ and 
the broker transfers it to the CSZ ac- 
count. She gets the same $10,000 
deduction and avoids any tax on the 
capital gains. CSZ is just as happy to 
receive the stock, which it will immedi- 
ately sell for its $10,000 value to put 
towards the purchase and renovation of 
the new building. 

If your employer offers matching 
funds, you may be able to increase the 
value of your contribution even more.

For safety’s sake, children must be 
in child care, High Holiday Chug or 
their parents’ care when not in Pre- 
school or Junior Congregation services. 
There will be a security guard at the 
Unitarian Center to ensure that chil- 
dren do not go unsupervised. 

Child Care 

Child care reservation forms were 
mailed out in August. Child care is avail- 
able for all evening and daytime services 
at the Unitarian Center. Advance pre- 
paid reservations are required to ensure 
that we have enough child care workers 
and to avoid overcrowding. Remember 
that Yom Kippur is on a Saturday this 
year, and please plan accordingly.
